Losses to business: and industry 
due to absenteeism, inefficiency 
and poor workmanship directly 
traceable to alcoholism amount to 
more than a billion dollars a

"The mesaurable cost to. the 
community in tax dollars is high, 
and-gcttlng higher.^-he-declared, 
"but the cost in terms of broken 
homes, bewildered children and 
human suffering is incalculable."

age to nearly 25,000 buildings. 

Total building .dollar losses 
were $308.9 million, highest in 
history for any-couritry. 

Bolts destroyed or badly dam- 
aged 16.800 ' homes, 3.050 farm 
buildings, 1.645 institutional struc- 
tures such as, churches, schools 
and hospitals, and 3,176 industrial 
and commercial structures. 

The figures, released by -the 
Lightning Protection Institute, 
Chicago, include major losses 
only, not uncounted "nuisance 
strikes" that inflict minor dam- 
age to roofs, walls and contents. 

While more non-farm homes 
were struck than any other class 
of buildings—because there are 
niore of them— business was. hit 
with. the. biggest share of dollar 
losses to lightning, r .

LAW DEFINES CHILD ABUSE; 
AUTHORIZES SERVICES 

What constitutes child abuse- 
legally— and how prevalent is it in 
Illinois? - : 

According, to the Illinois State 
Bar Association, child abuse is 
defined by law as an "injury or 
disability from physical abuse or 
neglect . . ■ or evidence of mal- 
nutrition" inflicted upon any per- 
son under 16 years of age "other 
than by accidental means." 

The history of reporting child 
abuse in Illinois is a short one, 
covering ; only three years since 
the state's first Child Abuse Act 
was adopted In 1965. ■ 



The law requires hospitals, pby. 
■icians and other practitioners to 
report suspected child abuse cas- 
es that may come to their atten- 
tion. It protects the hospitals arid 
individuals from liability if It 
turns out that the child had not 
been abused. -. 

In the past three years,, some 
1,400 incidents of suspected child 
abuse have been reported, to the 
Illinois Department of Children 
and Family Services. About 50 
per cent of the Incidents reported 
Involve children under three years 
of age. Here arc some examples 

The mother of a two year old 
girl burned her with, cigarettes 
and matches, beat her with her 
fists and repeatedly fractured her 
skull and other bones. 

The stepfather of a seven 
month old girl threw her across 
the room because site wouldn't 
cat her breakfast. 

But child abuse is not always 
easy to detect. One child, for ex- 
ample, was addicted to narcotics 
by being breast fed by an addict 
mother. Abuse* of the child be- 
came' evident only when he Was 
separated from the mother and 
experienced severe "withdrawal" 
symptoms. 
..The intent of (he Child Abuse 



Act Is not to penalize parents but, 
as stated in the law, "to prevent 
further abuses to the child, to 
safeguard his welfare and to pre* 
serve and stabilize family i life 
whenever possible." The Depart- 
ment of Children and Family Ser- 
vices designed to improve the 
home environment.

Charges have ranged from simple 
assault or contributing to delin- 
quency of neglect to murder. 

If removal of the child from the 
home is deemed necessary, the 
Department may . petition ■ the 
court for custody and; if it is 
granted, may place the child in' a 
foster home or suitable child care 
institution. Meanwhile, the De- 
partment will work witli the par- 
ents to prepare " for the child's 
safe return.

Whether the parents are di- 
vorced or not is of no conse- 
quence, the bar group states.

Edison Installs 
New Network 

Commonwealth Edison Com- 
pany has started to install a 
computer- fed communications 
network to provide customers 
with instant information, and 
faster processing of service or- 
ders. , .. 

According to Chairman J. 
Harris Ward, the high speed 
customer information system 
will .gradually be extended to all 
divisions of the company. He 
said a pilot training operation 
has been set up in Edison's Chi- 
cago-North division whose cus- 
tomers will be the first to be 
served by the new equipment. 

"The new system is planned 
to give instantaneous and. per- 
sonalized /attention to the scr-'- 
vice needs and inquiries of our 
customers," Ward said. "It will 
furnish information to employ- 
es at the very moment they iire 
talking to customers on the 
phone." 

•Ward said the customer in- 
formation system ■ marks the 
latest phase of Commonwealth 
Edison's computer system deve- 
lopment which began when the 
company installed one of the 
country's first large-scale com- 
puter operations in 1955. 

"While early data processing 
machines handled billing and 
routine clerical details, our ad- 
vanced computers are helping us 
to solve many complex prob- 
lems," he said. "Now, the new- 
est generation of computers will 
enable us 'to provide even bet- 
ter service ta customers." 

The heart of Edison's new 
.customer information system is 
an IBM-360-65 data processing 
\init which' will be linked to a- 
bout 200 sending and receiving 
terminals in 20 different service 
office locations. The remote out- 
lets will equip' Company offices 
as far* away as Freeport, Wau- 
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kegan and Kankakee, with "win- 
dows into the computer."; 

The central computer in Chi- 
cago will maintain up-to-the- 
minute records of 2^ million 
customers with related dira on 
rates, credit, operating costs,, 
transformer loadings and other 
customer service matters'. All 
data will be instantly available 
to service department employes 
through the remote terminals. 

Timc-consumiiig paperwork 
and manual filing will be drasti- 
cally reduced by the electronic 
equipment. While processing 
service requests or attending to. 
customer inquiries, employes 
will use keyboards to retrieve ip" 
formation from the computer. 
Messages from the central -unit 
will be flashed on the terminal's 
electronic scope or transmitted 
in teletype , form. The employes 
will be able to key in. service or- 
ders and enter new facts into 
the system! 

^Ward said several hundred 
customer service employes are 
being trained to operate the new 
customer information. system. A 
similar computerized .network, 
he added, 'is operating in . Edi- 
son's engineering departments co 
expedidte tjic* planning and de- 
sign of transmission and distri- 
bution facilities.
